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DEDICATION 

On  September  17,  1787,  delegates  from  the  13  former  colonies 
signed  in  Philadelphia  the  newly  created  national  Constitution -a 
document  that  laid  the  foundations  for  a  democratic  society,  estab- 
lishing a  federal  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the 
people.  While  the  revolution  gave  us  independence,  the  Constitution 
gave  us  the  means  to  keep  it. 

The  years  1987  through  1991  have  been  designated  by  Congress 
as  the  official  period  for  commemoration  of  the  Bicentennial  of  our 
Constitution. 

Hollis  joined  the  rest  of  the  country  in  celebrating  the  200th  birth- 
day of  the  U.S.  Constitution.  In  May  the  selectmen  appointed  six  peo- 
ple to  serve  as  the  Hollis  Bicentennial  Committee:  Susan  Durham, 
Keith  Merrill,  Peg  Mithoefer,  Inez  Morrison,  Erving  Simonds,  and  Teri 
Toth.  School  representatives  are  Annabel  Johnson  and  Helen  Melan- 
son.  Their  goal  is  to  create  a  program  to  commemorate  the  meaning 
and  significance  of  the  Constitution. 

On  September  17th  our  church  bell  rang,  with  others  across  the 
land.  Many  from  Hollis  attended  concerts,  plays,  and  fireworks  held 
in  Nashua. 

Students  in  each  school  participated  in  special  programs  to  en- 
hance their  understanding  of  the  Constitution.  Among  other  things, 
they  wrote  poems  and  researched  the  lives  and  thoughts  of  Washing- 
ton and  Madison.  Classes  elected  delegates  to  a  reenactment  of  the 
Convention;  debates  and  parades  were  held. 

The  students  in  the  elementary  school  worked  all  spring  memoriz- 
ing the  preamble.  In  the  end  over  500  students  and  staff  were  award- 
ed a  pin  for  perfect  recitation  of  the  preamble.  The  committee  thought 
this  such  a  good  idea  that  it  put  up  a  booth  at  the  Strawberry  Festival 
displaying  copies  of  the  preamble;  people  in  period  costumes  distribut- 
ed buttons  to  anyone  who  had  it  correctly  memorized.  There  were  also 
questions  about  the  Constitution  that  people  could  answer  to  win  a 
button. 

The  committee  arranged  for  a  traveling  poster  exhibit  to  be  shown 
at  the  Apple  festival.  The  DAR  heard  a  talk  from  Judge  Drescher  about 
the  Constitution.  The  selectmen  placed  signs  saying  "Welcome  to  Hol- 
lis, a  Bicentennial  Community"  along  the  main  roads  entering  Hollis; 
they  also  purchased  a  flag  to  fly  on  the  common  which  announces  that 
we  are  a  community  celebrating  the  Constitution.  The  Garden  Club 
is  developing  a  plan  for  a  Living  Legacy  Garden  around  the  new  Police 
Station. 

The  committee  has  made  arrangements  to  participate,  some  time 
this  spring,  with  the  Ninth  State  Travel  Program.  This  three  part  com- 
munity program  consists  of  an  exhibit,  a  play,  and  two  lectures  on  New 
Hampshire's  ratification  process. 
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The  committee  is  grateful  to  all  who  provided  input  and  help  in 
this  beginning  of  our  activities  and  we  encourage  all  HoUis  citizens 
to  participate  in  coming  events.

In  the  course  of  human  events  we  sometimes  feel  we  have  lost 
a  cornerstone  of  our  community  life.  Thus  it  is  with  us  all  who  have 
been  so  fortunate  as  to  have  known  and  worked  with  Jeff,  whether 
briefly  or  through  the  years.  We  are  saddened  by  his  death  January 
25,  1988. 

In  the  more  than  half-century  when  he  touched  so  many  of  our 
lives  with  his  quiet  humor  and  quest  for  the  best  in  all  of  us -how 
many  times  we  would  ask,  T  wonder  what  Jeff  thinks  about  this?"  and 
he  would  share  his  thoughts  in  a  positive  way,  counseling  us  as  to 
which  road  to  take. 

In  the  later  years,  with  the  wonderful  ideals  of  Beaver  Brook  at 
his  side,  he  shared  with  all  ages  his  love  for  the  out-of-doors,  those 
creatures  and  living  things  of  nature  that  frequent  our  woods  and 
streams  -  their  preservation  and  enhancement  were  among  his  great 
joys.  He  worked  to  share  with  those  of  us  both  young  and  old  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  call  him  "friend."  He  has  left  us  a  living  legacy 
to  treasure  and  pass  along  to  future  generations.  But  the  greatest  gift 
was  simply  our  good  fortune  to  know  and  be  with  him  and  to  share 
his  days  as  so  many,  many  of  us  have  done.  When  Robert  Frost  wrote 
his  lovely  poem  "Stopping  by  Woods  on  a  Snowy  Evening,"  he  must 
have  been  thinking  of  a  gentleman  such  as  Jeff  Smith  who  gave  us  all 
so  much.

1 1 .  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  implement  RSA  53-C  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  their  franchising  authority 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  cable  TV  service  to  be  provided  to 
the  Town  of  Hollis  or  take  action  relative  thereto.  (By  Petition) 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  pri- 
vate donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  for  the  pur- 
poses of  contributions  to  the  local  matching  portion  required 
for  acquiring  conservation  land  or  interest  in  land  and  other 
costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent  conservation  use  un- 
der the  N.H.  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP) 
RSA  221-A,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  apply  for  and  ac- 
cept the  state  matching  funds  under  the  LCIP  for  the  purposes 
of  acquisition  of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 

December  31,  1986 

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Holhs  as  reflected  in 
the  accompanying  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1986  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
for  local  government  units,  except  as  indicated  hereinafter. 

The  Town  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire  (the  Town),  for  financial 
reporting  purposes,  includes  all  funds  and  account  groups  relevant 
to  its  operations.  The  combined  financial  statements,  presented 
herein,  do  not  include  agencies  which  are  not  controlled  by  the 
Town.  An  example  of  such  an  agency  is  the  Hollis  School  District. 

The  more  significant  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  are  sum- 
marized below: 

( A )     Fund  Accounting 

For  reporting  purposes,  the  financial  activities  of  the 
Town  are  accounted  for  through  the  use  of  several  funds  and 
a  long-term  debt  group  of  accounts.  Each  fund  is  a  separate 
accounting  entity  with  self -balancing  accounts.  The  follow- 
ing types  of  funds  and  account  groups  are  used  by  the  Town: 

Governmental  Funds 

i  The  General  Fund  -  to  account  for  all  financial  activities 
of  the  Town,  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for 
in  another  fund.  Most  revenues  and  expenditures  of  a 
general  governmental  nature  are  accounted  for  in  this 
fund. 

ii  Special  Revenue  Funds  -  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of 
specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assessments, 
expendable  trusts,  or  for  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  expenditure  for  specified  purposes. 
The  only  special  revenue  fund  maintained  by  the  Town 
is  for  federal  revenue  sharing. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

iii  Trust  Funds  — to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in 
a  trustee  capacity.  These  include  expendable  trust  funds, 
and  non-expendable  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds 
allow  for  both  the  principal  and  earnings  to  be  spent  for 
particular  purposes,  whereas,  non-expendable  trust 
funds  allow  only  the  earnings  to  be  spent.  The  Town 
maintains  the  following  expendable  trust  funds:

iv  General  LongTerm  Debt  Group  of  Accounts  -  to  account 
for  the  unmatured  principal  on  long-term  general  obli- 
gation indebtedness. 

(B)  Bases  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  for  the  Town's 
fiduciary  type  funds.  The  modified  accrual  method  of  ac- 
counting is  used  for  all  governmental  fund  types.  Under  the 
modified  accrual  method,  revenues  are  recorded  when  sus- 
ceptible to  accrual  (i.e.,  measurable  and  available  to  finance 
the  Town's  operations)  and  expenditures,  other  than  interest 
on  long-term  debt,  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  in- 
curred. 

(C)  Fixed  Assets 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  acquired  or  construct- 
ed for  general  government  services  are  recorded  as  expen- 
ditures in  the  fund  incurring  the  expenditure.  Generally  ac- 
cepted accounting  principles  require  that  such  assets  be 
accounted  for  in  a  "general  fixed  assets  group  of  accounts." 
The  Town  does  not  maintain  such  an  account  group. 

(D)  Budgetary  Data 

i      General  budget  policies 

The  Town's  budget  is  originally  prepared  by  the  Select- 
men's Administrative  Assistant  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  various  department  heads.  It  is  then  submitted  to  the 
Budget  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal 
Budget  Law.  After  reviewing  the  budget,  the  Commit- 
tee holds  a  public  hearing  for  discussion. 
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The  final  version  of  the  budget  is  then  submitted  for  ap- 
proval at  the  annual  Town  meeting.  After  the  budget  is 
approved  at  the  Town  meeting,  it  is  compiled  on  the 
statement  of  appropriation  and  sent  to  the  State  in  or- 
der to  establish  the  property  tax  rate. 

The  Selectmen  cannot  increase  the  total  of  the  approved 
budget,  however,  they  have  the  power  to  reclassify  its 
components  when  necessary. 

ii      Budget  basis  of  accounting 

The  budget  appearing  on  page  4  of  the  financial  state- 
ments consists  of  the  balances  from  the  approved  state- 
ment of  appropriations. 

The  actual  revenues  and  expenditures  were  adjusted  to 
reflect  the  same  basis  of  accounting  as  the  budget.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  adjustments  made  to  the  ac- 
tual revenues  and  expenditures:

(E)      Assets,  Liabilities  and  Fund  Equity 

i       Cash  Investments 

Cash  investments  consists  primarily  of  certificates  of 
deposit  and  other  short-term  liquid  investments. 

ii     Marketable  Securities 

Investments  in  marketable  securities  are  carried  at  cost. 
At  December  31,  1986,  the  market  value  of  these  invest- 
ments approximated  $438,000. 

iii    Tax  Anticipation  Notes  Payable 

Tax  anticipation  notes  payable  totalling  $  1,600,000  were 
outstanding  at  December  31,  1986.  The  notes  mature  on 
January  8,  1987  with  4.5%  interest. 

iv    Vouchers  Payable 

Vouchers  payable  consists  of  all  unpaid  bills  at  Decem- 
ber 31,  1986.  These  were  all  paid  in  January,  1987. 

V      Deferred  Tax  Revenues 

The  balance  of  the  deferred  revenues  account  is  equal 
to  the  sum  of  all  property  taxes  unpaid  at  December  31, 
1986.  This  account  is  required  by  Interpretation  Num- 
ber 3  issued  by  the  National  Council  on  Governmental 
Accounting  as  further  described  in  footnote  I(F)i(b). 

vi    Due  to  School  District 

The  total  school  district  assessment  for  the  period  July 
1,  1986  through  June  30,  1987  was  $4,288,499.  The 
school  district  is  paid  in  monthly  installments.  As  of  De- 
cember 31,  1986,  a  total  of  $2,326,034  was  paid,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $  1,962,465  to  be  paid  through  June  30, 
1987. 
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vii   Fund  Equity  Reserved  for  Continuing  Appropri- 
ations 

This  account  represents  the  unexpended  appropriations 
for  specific  expenses.  (See  detail  at  footnote  III  (C)i.) 

viii  Fund  Equity  Reserved  for  Endowments 

This  represents  the  principal  of  the  nonexpendable  trust 
fund  investments.  The  balance  cannot  be  spent  for  any 
purpose,  however,  it  may  be  invested  and  the  earnings 
transferred  to  other  funds  to  be  spent. 

(F)      Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Transfers 
i       Property  Taxes 

( a )     Property  Tax  Calendar 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  property  tax 
calendar  used  for  the  1986  property  tax  levy: 

November,  1986: 

The  tax  rate  for  the  tax  year  April  1,  1986 
through  March  31,  1987  was  determined  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue. 
After  the  rate  was  set,  the  warrant  was  pre- 
pared and  the  bills  were  sent  to  the  taxpayers. 

December,  1986: 

Tax  payments  were  due.  All  delinquent  ac- 
counts after  this  date  were  charged  12%  in- 
terest. 

April,  1987: 

Notices  are  sent  to  all  taxpayers  with  delin- 
quent accounts. 

May,  1987: 

Date  of  tax  sale.  At  the  sale,  individuals  may 
bid  on  the  purchase  of  unpaid  taxes  of  others 
by  paying  the  delinquent  balance,  recording 
costs,  and  accrued  interest.  In  the  absence  of 
bidders,  the  Town  purchases  all  the  delin- 
quent accounts.  The  accounts  that  the  Town 
purchases  at  tax  sale  will  be  reclassified  from 
property  taxes  receivable  to  unredeemed  taxes 
receivable.  After  this  date,  delinquent  ac- 
counts will  be  charged  interest  at  a  rate  of 
18%. 

If  the  taxes  are  still  unpaid  after  two  years,  the  tax 
sale  purchaser  will  be  deeded  the  property. 
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(b)  Property  Tax  Revenue  Recognition 

Property  tax  revenue  is  recognized  in  accordance 
with  Interpretation  Number  3  issued  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  on  Governmental  Accounting. 

This  method  of  property  tax  revenue  recognition 
is  basically  the  cash  basis  method.  That  is,  property 
tax  revenue  equals  the  total  actual  cash  collections 
for  the  period  of  January  1,  1986  through  Decem- 
ber 31,  1986.  This  also  includes  property  taxes  col- 
lected for  the  School  District  and  County. 

(c)  Taxes  Collected  for  Others 

The  Town  collects  property  taxes  for  the  Hollis 
School  District  and  the  County  of  Hillsborough. 
Payments  to  the  other  taxing  units  are  normally 
made  throughout  the  year.  The  ultimate  responsi- 
bility for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town.

Vacation,  Sick  Leave  and  Other  Compensated  Ab- 
sences 

Town  employees  are  entitled  to  7  days  sick  leave  with 
pay,  provided  such  leave  is  caused  by  sickness  or  non- 
job  related  injury.  At  the  end  of  each  year,  all  unused  sick 
days  lapse.  Employees  earn  vacation  as  they  provide 
services.  At  the  end  of  each  year,  the  unused  earned  va- 
cation time  lapses. 

The  cost  of  vacation  and  sick  leave  benefits  is  account- 
ed for  as  an  operating  expenditure  when  paid.  At  De- 
cember 31,  1986  there  were  approximately  20  em- 
ployees covered  by  the  above  provisions.

The  accompanying  financial  statements  reflect  numer- 
ous transactions  between  the  various  funds.  These  trans- 
actions represent  operating  transfers  and  do  not  consti- 
tute revenues  nor  expenditures  of  the  funds. 

(G)     Total  Columns  on  Combined  Statements 

Total  columns  on  the  combined  statements  are  captioned 
"Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented 
only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns 
do  not  present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or 
changes  in  financial  position  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  data  is  also  not  com- 
parable to  a  consolidation.  Interfund  elmination  have  not 
been  made  in  the  aggregation  of  this  data. 

Comparative  total  columns  for  the  current  and  prior  year 
have  been  presented  in  the  accompanying  combined  finan- 
cial statements  in  order  to  provide  an  understanding  of 
changes  in  the  Town's  combined  financial  position  and  oper- 
ations. 
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II.  Stewardship,  Compliance  and  Accountability 

(A)      Operating  Deficit 

On  page  3  of  the  accompanying  financial  statements,  the 
general  fund  is  reporting  a  deficit  of  $987,718.  This  deficit 
occured  as  a  result  of  the  following: 

1.  The  1986  budget,  and  property  tax  rate  were  calculat- 
ed by  including  $330,269  of  fund  balance  as  a  source  of 
funds.  This  results  in  budgeted  deficit  of  $330,269. 

2.  In  December,  1986,  non-cash  tax  collections  totalling 
$793,374  were  lost  before  the  funds  were  deposited  in 
the  Town's  bank  account.  These  collections  are  report- 
ed as  uncollected  taxes  in  the  accompanying  financial 
statements.  Accordingly,  no  revenue  has  been  recog- 
nized on  these  collections.  Revenue  will  be  recognized 
when  the  taxes  are  repaid.

All  full-time  employees  of  the  Town  are  covered  un- 
der the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System. 
Contributions  are  deducted  at  rates  according  to  em- 
ployment category.  The  Town's  contribution  for  normal 
costs  of  the  plan  is  based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of 
the  entire  State.  Since  the  actuarial  valuation  is  per- 
formed on  the  entire  State  plan,  the  amount,  if  any,  of 
the  excess  of  vested  benefits  over  pension  fund  assets 
for  the  Town  of  Hollis  is  not  available.

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TREASURER'S  REPORT  1987 

This  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  Selectmen  to  issue  Tax  Antici- 
pation Notes  April  23,  1987  as  the  1986  year  end  General  Fund  Bal- 
ance was  substantially  lower  than  normal  due  to  delayed  tax  receipts. 
It  was  also  necessary  to  increase  the  amount  borrowed  from 
$2,200,000  to  $2,500,000  and  to  add  a  short  time  loan  of  $500,000  in 
November  before  tax  receipts  built  up  the  General  Fund.  At  year  end 
after  repayment  of  the  TAN's  and  Short  Term  Loans,  cash  had  in- 
creased from  $700,550  to  $1,086,562  and  CD  investments  had  in- 
creased from  zero  to  $511,079. 

Interest  costs  for  the  original  Tax  Anticipation  Notes  and  the  two 
short  term  loans  paid  off  in  1987  amounted  to  $80,502. 

A  20-year  Bond  for  $535,000  was  issued  to  the  N.H.  Municipal 
Bond  Bank  as  part  of  the  financing  for  the  Police  Station/Communi- 
cations Center  authorized  at  the  1987  town  meeting.  Funds  not  needed 
immediately  were  invested  in  a  fixed  rate  rollover  CD  which  earned 
$14,995  during  the  year. 

Investment  of  inactive  operating  funds  in  CD's  with  area  banks 
earned  $76, 197.  The  cash  management  program  for  idle  checking  ac- 
count balances  earned  $  19,929  and  the  tax  collector's  NOW  account 
earned  $  10,316.  A  total  of  $  106,442  was  earned  with  operating  funds 
during  1987. 

The  cooperation  of  all  town  personnel  receiving  funds  and  remit- 
ting them  promptly  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

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MOLLIS  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1987  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  172  reported 
fire  and  service  calls  which  was  an  increase  of  34  calls  above  1986. 
Calls  for  smoke  checks  and  chimney  fires  had  the  highest  increases. 

The  upgrading  program  of  our  two-way  radio  and  pager  alerting 
system  has  been  completed,  coupled  with  a  new  communications  cen- 
ter located  in  the  new  police  building.  We  should  experience  better 
transmission  and  receiving  of  messages. 

Due  to  increasing  demands  and  calls  for  assistance  in  emergen- 
cy and  non-emergency  areas  and  the  lack  of  volunteers  to  cover  all 
these  needs  in  both  the  Ambulance  service  and  Fire  Department  serv- 
ices we  had  to  hire  a  full-time  E.M.T./Firefighter  person  to  work  along 
with  the  volunteers.  This  seems  to  be  working  out  well  with  every- 
one. As  the  town  continues  to  grow  in  population  and  continued 
growth  in  business  areas  which  brings  increasing  problems,  we  will 
have  to  increase  the  number  of  full-time  personnel  in  the  future. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  to  have  your  house 
numbers  in  a  visible  place  so  that  responding  emergency  personnel 
can  see  them  from  the  highway.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires 
than  normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were,  again,  chil- 
dren, fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your 
help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  har- 
vest regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  har- 
vest law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord 
Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Select- 
men for  timber  tax  forms.

1987  REPORT 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  HoUis,  the  Town  Employees 
(full-time  &  part-time),  and  Hired  Contractors  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation  during  1987. 

We  began  our  very  busy  year  with  the  annual  spring  road  grad- 
ing, shoulder  and  ditch  cleaning.  Guardrails  were  installed  on  Farley 
Road,  Plain  Road,  Federal  Hill  Road  and  Rideout  Road. 

Curbing  was  installed  from  the  ballfield  to  the  Library  in  Monu- 
ment Square,  with  sod  being  installed  between  the  existing  sidewalk 
and  the  new  curb. 

An  access  ramp  was  installed  on  the  north  side  of  Monument 
Square.  IOV2  miles  of  Town  roads  were  oiled.  51  miles  of  roadside 
mowing  was  completed  in  both  directions  for  a  total  of  102  miles. 

The  finish  coat  of  asphalt  was  placed  at  Watson's  corner  on  South 
Merrimack  Road  from  Buttonwood  Drive  (south)  to  Alsun  Drive.  The 
finish  coat  of  asphalt,  driveway  aprons  and  curbing  was  installed  on 
Farley  Road  from  the  Nashua  Town  Line  (east)  to  Pine  Hill  Road.  This 
was  followed  by  the  application  of  loam  and  seed  on  the  roadside.  Cen- 
terlines  were  installed  on  South  Merrimack  Road  from  Silver  Lake 
Road  to  the  Merrimack  Town  Line,  all  of  Nevens  Road,  and  Farley 
Road  from  South  Merrimack  Road  to  Muddy  Brook  and  from  the 
Nashua  Town  Line  (east)  to  Pine  Hill  Road. 

Jog  and  walk  lines  were  installed  on  South  Merrimack  Road  from 
Alsun  Drive  to  Buttonwood  Drive  (south)  and  on  Farley  Road  from 
Pine  Hill  Road  to  the  Nashua  Town  Line  (east). 

Installation  of  pipe  and  catch  basins,  excavation,  regrading  and 
base  coat  of  asphalt  on  Pine  Hill  Road  was  completed  from  Broad 
Street  to  Pierce  Lane  with  the  finish  coat  of  asphalt  and  curbing  to  be 
installed  in  the  Spring  of  1988. 

In  1988,  the  installation  of  pipe  and  catch  basins,  excavation, 
regrading  and  base  coat  of  asphalt  will  be  continued  along  Pine  Hill 
Road  from  Pierce  Lane  to  Ranger  Road,  and  from  the  northerly  inter- 
section of  Nartoff  Road  to  the  Nashua  Town  Line  as  funds  allow.

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MOLLIS  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
1987  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Hollis  Recreation  Commission  concluded  another  success- 
ful year  in  1987.  During  the  year  over  835  Hollis  children  and  adults 
participated  in  eleven  HRC  sponsored  activities.  Through  the 
generosity  of  the  Nichols  Fund  Committee,  the  regular  field  main- 
tenance program  originally  begun  in  1986  continued  in  1987.  This  on- 
going maintenance  program  has  been  a  major  factor  in  the  improved 
condition  of  the  town's  playing  fields. 

Major  improvements  to  the  physical  plant  are  scheduled  for  1988 
with  the  significant  expansion  of  Nichols  Field.  Current  plans  call  for 
the  addition  of  two  new  baseball  fields,  one  new  soccer  field  and  ex- 
panded parking  capacity  for  up  to  100  additional  cars.  Long  range 
plans  also  include  building  an  underground  sprinkler  system  for  the 
playing  fields  complex.  Work  began  in  the  late  fall  to  repair  the  two 
tennis  courts  and  should  be  completed  in  the  early  spring  so  the  courts 
are  available  for  the  high  school's  spring  sports  schedule.  Monies  are 
being  escrowed  to  allow  for  the  future  construction  of  two  new  ten- 
nis courts. 

The  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people 
who  generously  gave  their  time  organizing  and  coaching  the  various 
recreation  activities  over  the  past  year.  Without  the  generosity  of  these 
volunteers,  the  recreation  programs  could  not  have  taken  place.  The 
HRC  sincerely  appreciates  the  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  these 
individuals  have  provided  to  our  community  and  its  children. 

The  HRC  would  like  to  thank  Robert  Liscio  for  service  to  the  board 
during  his  tenure.  Newly  appointed  to  the  Commission  by  the  Select- 
men are  Brad  Wild  and  Mark  Barry.

SUBSURFACE  DISPOSAL  SYSTEMS 

Comprehensive  examinations  were  made  of  deep  test  pits  to  ob- 
serve the  soil  profile,  seasonal  water  table,  restrictive  layer  and  ledge. 

Percolation  tests  were  conducted  in  the  most  restrictive  layers  en- 
countered, results  of  which  were  used  to  determine  the  square  foot- 
age of  leaching  area. 

The  regulations  for  installation  of  subsurface  disposal  systems, 
adopted  in  June  of  1986,  have  had  a  very  positive  effect  on  the  sub- 
mission of  plans  and  related  data  to  myself  and  the  Planning  Board. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  William  Evans  and  his  staff  at  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  for  their  continued  cooper- 
ation and  confidence  in  the  Town  of  Hollis  and  myself  in  our  effort 
to  enforce  our  regulations.

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MOLLIS  ANIMAL  CONTROL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1987 

In  1987,  the  animal  control  division  saw  a  decrease  in  calls  from 
525  in  1986,  to  400  this  year.  I  feel  that  the  decrease  in  calls  was  credit- 
ed to  strict  enforcement  of  the  leash  law.  Our  new  "conditional  sum- 
mons system,"  designed  mainly  for  dealing  with  each  year's  unlicensed 
dog  list  worked  well  this  year,  by  cutting  the  amount  of  hours  spent 
by  animal  control  officers  on  the  unlicensed  dog  list  by  about  one-half. 
The  amount  of  dogs  housed  at  the  kennel  this  year  also  decreased, 
mainly  due  to  the  new  conditional  summons  system,  where  the  dog 
picked  up  is  taken  directly  to  the  owner's  home  instead  of  placing  it 
in  the  kennel.  Unfortunately,  if  a  dog  is  not  wearing  a  tag,  the  dog  has 
to  be  placed  in  the  kennel  until  the  owner  is  found.  We  housed  ap- 
proximately 150  dogs  this  year,  with  15  of  them  not  being  claimed  and 
either  adopting  them  to  residents  or  transferring  them  to  the  Pepperell 
Humane  Society.  Dog  bite  reports  saw  an  increase  this  year,  with  14 
bites  on  people  being  reported.  I  must,  as  I  do  every  year,  warn  dog 
owners  that  they  are  liable  for  any  injuries  to  people  as  a  result  of  a 
bite  by  their  dog.  The  State  Dept.  of  Agriculture  on  both  yearly  "sur- 
prise" inspections  of  our  kennel,  noted  our  kennel  as  a  well-cared  for 
facility,  which  has  made  the  animal  control  officers  proud  of  what  they 
work  for.

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MOLLIS  PLANNING  BOARD 
1987  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1987  the  Planning  Board  met  at  24  scheduled  bimonthly 
meetings  plus  seven  additional  meetings  for  special  planning  sessions 
or  special  hearings. 

At  these  meetings  37  subdivisions  were  accepted  for  considera- 
tion with  the  ultimate  creation  of  165  new  lots.  Eight  site  plans  were 
considered;  all  were  ultimately  approved. 

Of  the  165  new  lots  created  in  1987,  51  were  in  Planned  Unit  De- 
velopments. Applecrest  Estates  and  the  Spaulding  Farm  accounted  for 
1 1  each,  while  the  Overlook  golf  course  and  its  accompanying  PUD 
contributed  29  lots  dispersed  within  an  18-hole  golf  course  with  a  club- 
house which  included  50  rooms. 

Every  site  plan  or  subdivision  submitted  was  the  subject  of  on- 
site  inspections  if  any  abutter  advised  of  potential  problems,  if  any 
questionable  area  of  wetland  was  present  or  if  the  subdivision  raised 
any  questions  in  the  minds  of  any  Board  member. 

Every  major  subdivision  or  site  plan  was  submitted  to  an  indepen- 
dent engineering  firm  for  evaluation.  Planning  Board  costs  for  such 
studies  were  rebilled  to  the  applicant. 

Whenever  a  question  involving  wetland  was  raised,  the  Planning 
Board  arranged  for  a  USDA  soil  scientist  to  make  the  final  determi- 
nation of  soil  conditions. 

The  Planning  Board  was  strengthened  in  1987  by  the  appointment 
of  Mrs.  Ann  Caldwell,  who  joined  the  Board  in  March  and  attorney 
Judy  Constantian,  who  also  joined  the  Board  in  March.  Ben  Bustin- 
duy  was  appointed  a  full  member  in  March,  as  was  Aram  Marderosi- 
an  in  July.  Arthur  Krulik  left  the  Board  in  March. 

Bob  Rimbach  resigned  from  the  Board  in  June  due  to  the  time  re- 
quired to  properly  attend  his  duties  as  Assistant  Building  Inspector 
in  charge  of  Subsurface  Disposal  Systems.  As  a  result  of  his  close  at- 
tention to  testing  procedures  for  septic  leach  fields  a  number  of  build- 
ing lots  have  been  classified  "unbuildable"  because  of  their  inability 
to  safely  absorb  septic  tank  effluent. 

Arthur  LeBlanc,  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  attends  virtu- 
ally every  Planning  Board  meeting.  His  knowledge  and  advice  on  sub- 
division street  construction  and  design  has  been  very  helpful. 

In  June  Mr.  Charles  Clifford  suffered  a  severe  heart  attack,  but 
is  now  performing  his  duties  as  Town  Planner  on  a  part-time  basis. 
In  his  absence  Virginia  Mills,  Planning  Board  Office  secretary,  has 
done  an  outstanding  job  of  managing  the  Planning  Board  Office. 

The  fourth  quarter  of  1987  was  noticeably  less  active  than  any 
of  the  preceeding  quarters.  The  Planning  Board  has  had  more  time 
to  devote  to  revisions,  corrections  and  upgrading  of  the  town  Zoning 
Ordinances  and  Regulations,  and  a  number  of  submissions  have  been 
made  to  Town  Meeting  1988. 
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The  proposed  Planning  Board  Budget  for  1988  is  $71,191.  In  1987, 
of  a  budget  of  $71,465,  $  18, 135  was  recovered  as  fees  and  costs  billed 
to  subdivision  and  site  plan  applicants. 

There  are  no  law  suits  against  the  town  as  a  result  of  Planning 
Board  activity  although  a  number  were  filed  and  later  abandoned.

1987  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Cemetery  Commission  has  met  on  a  monthly  basis,  deaHng 
with  the  discussions  needed  to  be  made  relevant  to  the  operation  of 
the  cemeteries. 

Time  has  been  spent  updating  the  Cemetery  Rules  and  Regulations 
and  work  has  continued  on  updating  and  correcting  records. 

Two  years  ago,  Eagle  Scout  Robert  Fiero  catalogued  all  the  tomb- 
stones in  the  Church  Cemetery  in  the  center  of  town.  His  work  led 
to  the  decision  to  start  restoration  work  on  this  cemetery  and  this  pro- 
ject was  begun  in  1987.  This  cemetery,  the  oldest  in  town,  is  of  great 
historic  significance;  restoration  work  done  will  not  only  improve  its 
appearance  but  will  preserve  it  for  future  generations.  It  is  planned 
that  the  restoration  work  will  be  completed  early  in  1988. 

Additional  plans  for  1988  include  repair  of  fences  as  appropriate.

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MOLLIS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1987  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  March,  1987,  David  Orde  was  appointed  to  the  HoUis  Conser- 
vation Commission  to  replace  the  late  Roland  Schellenberg. 

The  Dunklee  Pond  Dam  is  operating  and  most  of  the  repair  was 
completed  this  year,  however  there  are  several  deviations  from  specifi- 
cations that  the  contractor  has  agreed  to  correct  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  long  awaited  maps  the  USGS  has  been  working  on  for  Aquifer 
Delineation  for  Water  Resources  Planning  and  Protection  were  finally 
released  in  their  final  form  in  November,  1987.  The  Nashua  Region- 
al Planning  Commission  will  give  Hollis  officials  assistance  in  writ- 
ing an  Aquifer  Protection  Ordinance  using  these  maps  and  infor- 
mation. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  Dredge  and  Fill  applications. 
Most  are  routine  culvert  installations,  but  some  are  complicated  gravel 
excavations  and  restorations  and  some  involve  filling  of  wetlands  and 
provision  for  creating  a  compensatory  new  wetland.  The  latter  case 
was  denied  by  the  Wetlands  Board  after  hearing  testimony  against  ap- 
proval by  the  Hollis  Conservation  Commission,  abutters  and  legisla- 
tive representatives. 

In  late  spring  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  asked  for 
cooperation  from  the  Hollis  Conservation  Commission  on  their  pro- 
posal for  the  creation  of  a  Greenway  Trail  for  hiking  and  cross-country 
skiing  that  would  encircle  the  town  and  possibly  connect  with  exist- 
ing town-owned  and  other  parkland  now  used  for  such  non-motorized 
recreation  and  education  purposes. 

The  Hollis  Conservation  Commission  agreed  to  cooperate  on  such 
a  plan,  but  discovered  that  a  good  topographic  overlay  map  did  not 
exist  and  was  necessary  for  planning  such  a  Greenway.  We  arranged 
and  paid  for  the  production  of  the  necessary  maps  by  the  Nashua 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  and  gave  them  to  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Planning  Board  to  be  used  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  pressure  of  oth- 
er business  has  impeded  work  on  the  proposed  route  of  the  Green- 
way, but  planning  and  research  will  proceed  in  1988.  After  the  route 
is  determined,  all  involved  property  owners  will  be  contacted  and 
asked  for  an  easement  for  the  narrow  strip  necessary  for  the  trail.  The 
Hollis  Conservation  Commission  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  land  in 
the  past  for  a  Greenway  along  Flints  Brook  for  town  use  and  is  also 
trying  to  establish  a  Greenway  along  the  Nashua  River. 

In  July,  the  Commission  purchased  the  old  expended  gravel  pit 
off  Rocky  Pond  Rd.  and  thus  filled  in  a  gap  in  the  Aquifer  Portection 
District  created  for  the  existing  town  well.  Torn  Enright  continues  to 
offer  his  services  to  the  Commission  in  completing  such  real  estate 
transactions,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful.

The  Commission  is  currently  investigating  purchase  of  other 
desirable  land  being  offered  to  the  town,  but  so  far  no  price  has  been 
determined. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  continuing 
support.

ANNUAL  REPORT- 1987 

The  most  important  event  in  the  Hfe  of  the  Library  in  1987  was 
the  death  of  Polly  Hayden,  our  Librarian  of  many  years.  Polly  left  the 
Library  in  1985  because  she  needed  to  attend  to  her  health.  She  and 
Forrest  have  been  regular  visitors  to  the  Library  since  then,  and  we 
will  all  miss  her  very  much. 

Circulation  continued  to  grow  enthusiastically  during  1987.  We 
acquired  a  new  electronic  memory  typewriter,  with  generous  help 
from  the  Hollis  Woman's  Club  Bridge  Marathon;  this  will  greatly  im- 
prove the  processing  of  new  books  and  typing  of  catalog  cards. 

Library  volunteers  increased  in  number  and  activities,  under  the 
coordination  of  Fran  Whiting.  They  now  work  at  book  mending, 
processing,  running  the  circulation  desk,  shelving,  reading  shelves, 
and  in  special  projects,  such  as  the  Library  Book  Sale,  which  netted 
$400  last  May.  These  volunteers  continue  to  be  a  major  and  much  ap- 
preciated resource  for  the  Library  community. 

Staff  changes  included  the  loss  of  Emily  Woods,  our  very  able  chil- 
dren's activity  director;  Clair  Kelley  joined  us,  and,  to  our  regret,  Bar- 
bara Goodwin  left  after  many  years  of  devoted  and  effective  work  on 
the  staff.  We  miss  her  quiet  kindness  very  much. 

The  columns  finally  were  scraped  and  painted  by  Down  East  In- 
teriors, Inc.  of  Nashua  -  to  everyone's  relief.  Masonry  and  carpentry 
repair  were  completed,  and  the  beautiful  old  building  -  called  a  prime 
example  of  Greek  Revival  architecture  -  is  quite  healthy. 

Story  hours  continued  and  increased  in  number,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Hollis  Kindergarten,  and  a  new  form  was  begun  with  great 
success:  the  Supper  Series,  on  Wednesday  evenings  for  older  children. 
Special  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Hollis  Elementary  School 
for  cooperative  summer  programs. 

The  Trustees  lost  Addie  Saunders,  who  resigned,  and  gained  Fred 
Lyford,  appointed  to  her  place  until  the  1988  election.  The  state  Legis- 
lature has  enacted  a  law  requiring  an  odd  number  of  trustees;  we  will 
need  to  expand  to  seven.  With  all  this,  there  will  be  four  Library  Trus- 
tee slots  in  the  1988  ballot. 

The  Hollis  Social  Library's  plan  for  expansion,  with  a  target  date 
of  1990,  was  reaffirmed  by  the  approval  in  January  of  the  Long-range 
Planning  Committee.  The  tremendous  increase  in  circulation  and  ac- 
tivities has  underlined  to  us  the  need  for  more  room  (for  the  expand- 
ing collection,  for  children's  programs,  quiet  reading  and  study  space, 
and  staff  work  space).  The  Trustees  have  been  planning  and  study- 
ing in  preparation  for  the  building  campaign.  An  independent  Study 
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Committee,  a  group  of  townspeople  who  are  not  connected  to  the  li- 
brary, are  investigating  the  needs  of  the  Library  and  the  community. 
We  look  forward  to  the  results  of  their  effort. 

1987  has  been  a  year  of  heightened  activity  and  growth  for  the 
Library,  as  it  has  for  Hollis.

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HOLLIS  SENIORS  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Hollis  Seniors  meet  every  Thursday  morning  at  11:30  a.m. 
for  lunch  and  sociahzing  in  the  Fire  House. 

A  business  meeting  is  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month 
and  every  get  together  is  followed  by  card  playing  and  visiting  with 
friends.  Books  and  magazines  are  available  and  are  recirculated  sever- 
al times.  During  the  summer  growing  season  vegetables  are  brought 
in  by  those  who  have  more  than  they  can  eat. 

A  nurse  from  the  Merrimack  Valley  Home  Health  Care  comes  ev- 
ery second  Thursday  of  the  month  at  noon  to  take  blood  pressure  for 
anyone  interested  in  having  it  done. 

Police  Chief  Darling  instigated  two  programs  of  interest  to  the 
seniors.  The  first  was  "Meet  and  Know  Your  Police"  where  an  officer 
came  to  a  meeting,  introduced  himself  and  explained  what  his  duties 
were.  This  was  actually  a  two  way  street  in  that  the  officers  got  a 
chance  to  meet  the  seniors  and  discuss  various  problems  and  ques- 
tions. The  second  program  was  the  "Single  Seniors  Response  Program" 
which  involves  seniors  that  are  living  alone  who  make  a  call  each 
morning  at  a  specified  time  so  that  the  police  know  that  they  are  well. 
If  no  call  is  received  the  police  have  relatives  or  friends  of  the  person 
to  contact  or  as  a  last  resort  an  officer  will  investigate. 

Other  interesting  programs  enjoyed  by  the  seniors  involved  a  talk 
and  a  VCR  movie  on  cataract  operations  given  by  Dr.  Charles  Win- 
gate.  His  staff  then  gave  vision  and  glaucoma  tests  to  those  wishing 
to  have  the  tests.  Peggy  Gilmour  gave  an  enlightening  talk  on  the 
hospice  program  and  Donna  Tetley  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  Home 
Health  Visiting  Nurse  Association  made  the  seniors  aware  of  the  var- 
iety of  Home  Health  Services  available  to  all  Hollis  residents.  Attor- 
ney Edward  McDuffee  spoke  on  the  living  will  and  had  forms  for  any- 
one interested  in  filUng  one  out.  He  was  available  to  notarize  them  also. 

Roy  and  Natalie  Helsing  were  responsible  for  arranging  very  enjoya- 
ble trips  to  Vermont  and  Williamsburg,  VA.  In  addition  to  this  they 
hosted  a  very  successful  picnic  at  their  home  on  Silver  Lake.  The 
seniors  provided  a  variety  of  entertainment  and  one  woman  even  put 
on  a  one  woman  water  show  to  top  off  the  day. 

A  number  of  Hollis  seniors  participated  in  the  musical  program 
prepared  and  directed  by  the  Hollis  Elementary  School  Music  Direc- 
tor, Sylvia  Eggleston,  for  Grandparents  Day.  A  small  group  of  the 
seniors  volunteered  for  the  project  of  installing  the  elementary  school 
playground  equipment. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Hollis  senior  citizens 
to  work  with  the  Hollis  Long  Range  Planning  Board  toward  provid- 
ing services  and  housing  facilities  for  the  elderly. 

Lois  Thompson,  whom  the  seniors  had  sponsored,  was  selected 
to  receive  the  Joseph  D.  Vaughan  Award  at  the  annual  state  Senior 
Citizens  May  Day  Celebration  as  the  outstanding  senior  in  the  County

of  Hillsborough.  The  award  is  made  on  the  basis  of  the  one  who  has 
shown  outstanding  leadership  or  demonstrated  meritorious  achieve- 
ment on  behalf  of  older  citizens  of  New  Hampshire.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
NASHUA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
TO  THE  TOWN  OF  HOLLIS,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  1987  has  been  a  year  of  major  ac- 
compUshment  for  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission,  with 
significant  progress  made  on  numerous  regional  and  local  projects. 
The  NRPC  is  a  cooperative  venture  of  twelve  local  governments  in 
the  Nashua  Area  which  is  supported,  in  part,  by  funding  from  each 
member  community's  dues.  We  perform  long  range  transportation 
planning  for  the  region,  assist  each  town  in  its  local  planning  and  zon- 
ing efforts  and  develop  plans  and  programs  for  the  solution  of  regional 
problems  such  as  solid  waste  disposal  and  water  quality  protection. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  regional  accomplishment  over  the 
past  year  has  been  the  completion  of  the  Regional  Aquifer  Delinea- 
tion Study,  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey.  The  final  report 
and  maps  were  released  at  a  press  conference  at  the  NRPC  offices  in 
November,  followed  by  NRPC-sponsored  workshops  explaining  how 
this  $250,000  Study  provides  our  communities  with  aquifer  maps 
upon  which  legally-defensible  aquifer  protection  regulations  can  be 
based.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion, which  coordinated  funding  and  support  for  this  project,  our  re- 
gion is  the  first  part  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  mapped. 

As  we  all  know,  transportation  is  a  major  problem  in  the  Nashua 
Area  and  the  NRPC  is  striving  to  improve  traffic  conditions  and  trans- 
portation opportunities  for  our  region's  residents.  Notable  accomplish- 
ments include  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  which 
provides  a  ranked  list  of  transportation  improvement  projects.  Many 
of  these  projects,  such  as  the  Hudson  Circumferential  Highway, 
widening  of  the  R  E.  Everett  Turnpike  and  construction  of  new  high- 
way interchanges  are  included  in  the  Governor's  Ten  Year  Highway 
Plan  and  scheduled  for  construction  in  the  near  future.  We  have  also 
been  active  in  encouraging  the  State  to  keep  our  project  on  schedule 
and  to  address  concerns  raised  by  our  communities.  For  example,  the 
NRPC  sponsored  a  meeting  of  State  and  local  officials  to  discuss  the 
location  of  toll  booths  along  the  Circumferential  Highway.  We  were 
also  successful  in  convincing  the  State  to  expand  the  Route  lOlA  By- 
pass Study  Steering  Committee  to  include  local  elected  officials  to  en- 
sure local  input  throughout  the  corridor  selection  process.  Further- 
more, the  Commission  has  aided  several  towns  in  determining  traffic 
impacts  associated  with  proposed  developments  via  our  traffic  impact 
review  service  and  has  established  a  regional  traffic  count  system  to 
provide  reliable  trend  data  for  traffic  studies  in  our  region.  In  an  ef- 
fort to  improve  our  total  transportation  system,  the  NRPC  continued 
to  provide  transit  planning  services  and,  in  concert  with  the  Cham- 
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ber  of  Commerce  and  City  of  Nashua,  we  have  initiated  a  feasibihty 
study  of  extending  passenger  rail  service  between  Nashua  and  Boston. 

In  response  to  inquiries  from  several  communities,  the  Commis- 
sion is  in  the  process  of  writing  an  Impact  Fee  Handbook  under  con- 
tract with  the  Office  of  State  Planning.  This  handbook  covers  legal 
issues,  methodologies  for  developing  a  reasonable  and  legally- 
defensive  impact  fee  system,  sample  ordinances  and  issues  associat- 
ed with  town  administration. 

As  you  might  expect,  the  NRPC  is  inundated  with  requests  for  data 
about  the  Nashua  Region.  The  Economic  Profile,  which  was  last  pre- 
pared in  1981,  has  been  rewritten  and  updated  to  include  commonly 
requested  information  and  help  reduce  staff  time  consumed  by  data 
research.  In  addition,  computer  science  graduate  students  at  Rivier 
College  prepared  a  Program  Plan  and  Software  Product  Performance 
Specification  for  our  Regional  Data  Center  which  we  hope  to  estab- 
lish during  the  coming  year  as  a  public/private  partnership. 

The  Merrimack  River  is  one  of  our  region's  most  important  natu- 
ral, scenic  and  recreational  assets.  As  a  follow-up  to  hearings  spon- 
sored by  the  Commission  last  year,  the  NRPC  is  conducting  a  detailed 
parcel-by-parcel  analysis  of  land  use,  ownership  and  natural  resources. 
We  seek  to  identify  parcels  which  could  provide  public  access  and 
park  land  and  are  reviewing  the  consistency  of  local  master  plans  and 
land  use  regulations  in  the  four  communities  bordering  the  river. 

In  an  effort  to  help  protect  and  enhance  our  region's  historic 
resources,  the  NRPC  has  established  an  historic  preservation  program 
and  has  hired  a  part-time  historic  preservation  specialist.  This  serv- 
ice is  available  on  a  50/50  matching  basis  to  assist  communities  with 
historic  resource  inventories,  creation  of  local  historic  districts.  Na- 
tional Register  Nominations  and  preparation  of  historic  preservation 
chapters  for  town  master  plans. 

The  NRPC  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the  prospects  for  a  geograph- 
ic information  system  (computer-based  mapping)  for  the  region  and 
state  as  a  whole.  Commission  staff  attended  an  intensive  training  pro- 
gram at  UNH  on  the  use  of  new  GIS  software  for  microcomputers  and 
recently  conducted  a  survey  and  analysis  of  potential  public  and  pri- 
vate sector  users  who  could  share  the  costs  and  benefits  of  a  geograph- 
ic information  system  in  our  region. 

The  Nashua  Region  Solid  Waste  Planning  District  continues  to 
move  closer  to  resolution  of  solid  waste  issues  and  a  feasibility  study 
for  a  waste-to-energy  plant  in  Nashua  has  been  completed.  Using  some 
of  the  data  and  analysis  contained  in  this  study,  the  NRPC  complet- 
ed and  updated  the  Regional  Solid  Waste  District  Management  Plan 
and  after  extensive  nationwide  research,  prepared  a  Regional  Re- 
cycling Plan.  The  Solid  Waste  District  and  NRPC  also  sponsored  two 
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successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Days  at  four  differ- 
ent sites  in  the  region  to  help  increase  public  awareness  and  provide 
a  means  by  which  residents  can  dispose  of  hazardous  wastes  properly. 

This  has  been  a  frustrating  year  for  septage  planning  in  the  Nashua 
Area.  On  the  positive  side  we  have  secured  funding  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  facility  to  treat  septage  from  the  four  towns  of  the  Souhegan 
Landfill  District.  State  and  Federal  funds  earmarked  for  the  project 
stand  at  $495,000.  However,  the  reversal  by  the  present  Board  of 
Selectman  of  Milford  of  the  previous  Milford  commitment  to  allow 
the  Souhegan  Landfill  District  towns  to  use  their  grant  and  other  mo- 
nies to  finance  an  expansion  of  the  Milford  Waste  Water  Treatment 
Plant  has  left  towns  with  a  grant  but  no  place  to  use  it.  Efforts  are  un- 
derway to  decide  upon  an  alternative  strategy,  ensure  that  the  Feder- 
al and  State  grant  is  not  lost,  and  to  finally  fulfill  the  septage  treatment 
obligation  of  the  four  towns  under  State  law. 

The  Commission  also  provides  direct  technical  assistance  and  in- 
formation to  its  member  communities.  In  Hollis,  for  example,  we  pre- 
pared four  map  overlays  including  topographic,  tax  map  parcel  and 
aquifer  delineation  information.  These  maps  should  prove  valuable 
for  both  review  of  development  proposals  and  long  range  planning 
in  the  Town  of  Hollis. 

The  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  looks  forward  to 
working  with  the  Town  of  Hollis  during  the  coming  year;  please  con- 
tact us  whenever  we  can  be  of  assistance  as  we  seek  to  address  the 
complex  issues  facing  our  communities.

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DOINGS  OF  THE  SELECTMEN -1987 

The  problems  associated  with  growth  and  the  related  implications 
that  growth  presents  continues  to  be  our  first  priority. 

Ms.  Virginia  Mills  started  on  June  1st  as  the  new  secretary  to  the 
Planning  Board/Planning  Administrator  and  has  performed  in  an  out- 
standing manner  in  light  of  Chuck  Clifford's  extended  illness. 

The  new  police  station  is  now  complete  and  will  be  occupied  be- 
fore the  end  of  January  1988.  Public  "Open  House"  date  will  soon  be 
established  with  postings  and  other  announcements  to  be  made  well 
in  advance. 

Plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  town  hall  are  ongoing  and  will  be 
presented  to  the  residents  at  a  future  date.  The  growing  inefficiencies 
caused  by  crowding  due  to  lack  of  space  must  be  realistically  ad- 
dressed both  for  the  present  and  for  space  requirements  for  future 
needs. 

Other  areas  of  activity  in  1987  were: 

•  Nichols  Field.  Initial  testing  of  site  to  be  used  for  water  source  to 
water  the  fields  completed. 

•  The  Public  Works  Department  has  completed  Phase  I  of  Pine  Hill 
Road  rebuilding.  The  completion  of  this  project  is  scheduled  for 
1988. 

•  Bookkeeper  position.  Former  Chairperson  to  the  Hollis  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, Mary  Ann  Smith,  will  fill  this  position  in  February  1988. 

•  Full  time  Building  Inspector/Code  Enforcement  Officer.  With  our 
thanks  to  a  capable  Selection  and  Evaluation  Committee,  the  Select- 
men have  appointed  Daniel  T.  Wiederkehr  to  this  position.  He  will 
overlap  with  Ronald  Boisvert,  Jr.  for  the  month  of  January  1988  and 
then  assume  the  full  time  position.  Along  with  the  Inspector  of  Sub- 
surface Disposal  Systems,  this  position  will  be  totally  funded  by  the 
fee  system. 

•  Computer  System  -  Town  Hall.  The  Computer  Selection  Commit- 
tee's recommendation  was  approved  by  this  office  and  contract  was 
awarded.  Planned  expenditures  1987  -  $6,634.68;  1988  - 
$8,892.68.  Estimated  costs  for  1989-1991  -  $2,876.22  per  year. 

•  Thanks.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  all  of  those  members  of  our  var- 
ious Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  for  their  valuable  con- 
tributions to  the  affairs  of  the  Town  of  Hollis.  We  do  this  on  behalf 
of  all  of  our  citizens  who  recognize  the  demands  on  their  time  that 
growth  is  presenting. 

Concluding  in  this  view  we  want  to  thank  two  individuals  who 
have  served  the  Town  of  Hollis  with  a  high  level  of  performance  and 
caring. 

Ronald  S.  Boisvert,  Jr.  has  been  our  Building  Inspector  for  sever- 
al years.  A  full  time  position  as  an  educator  in  the  Public  School  Sys- 
tem prevented  Ron  from  accepting  the  full  time  position. 
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Gordon  McEnnis  has  been  our  bookkeeper  (without  remunera- 
tion) for  many  years.  The  increasing  workload  due  to  our  growth  pre- 
vents Gordon  from  continuing  this  service  to  the  Town.

The  meeting  was  called  back  to  order  at  7:43  PM  by  Moderator 
James  Squires  in  Walters  Auditorium.  Philip  Mercer -Chairman  of  the 
Selectmen -noted  the  dedication  of  this  year's  Town  Report  is  for 
Roland  Schellenberg- Deputy  Tax  Collector -who  died  on  Novem- 
ber 17,  1986  and  for  the  Town  Hall  which  is  a  century  old.  The  young 
children  of  the  town  are  at  a  loss  when  they  come  into  the  Town  Hall 
with  their  parents  to  transact  any  business  in  the  Tax  Collector's  of- 
fice as  Roland  Schellenberg  always  had  a  drawer  full  of  toys  for  the 
children  to  play  with. 

ARTICLE  1  -  Motion  by  Philip  Mercer  to  see  if  the  Town  will  Ap- 
propriate $664,000.00  for  constructing  a  new  police  station  and  for 
purchasing  equipment  and  furnishings  of  a  lasting  character  in  con- 
nection therewith,  said  appropriation  to  be  raised  by  borrowing  un- 
der the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  by  transferring  $  127,000.00  from 
the  Communications  Center/Police  Station  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  said 
fund  to  be  discontinued  after  such  transfer,  and  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  contract  for  and  accept  any  federal  and  state  aid  available  for 
the  project  and  to  take  all  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  proj- 
ect. Seconded  by  Richard  Tolstrup.  James  Squires  stepped  down  as 
Town  Meeting  Moderator  and  handed  the  gavel  over  to  Roger  Saun- 
ders. Discussion  and  presentation  of  plans  for  the  Police  Station  was 
given  by  James  Squires  -  Chairman  of  the  Police  Station  Study  Com- 
mittee. Committee  members -Edward  Chamberlain,  Chief  Richard 
Darling,  Former  Police  Chief  Harold  "Bud"  King,  Arthur  LeBlanc,  Phyl- 
lis King,  Susan  Durham,  Roger  Deboisbriand,  Dorothy  Hackett,  and 
Lynwood  Lund.  The  Police  Station  would  be  funded  as  follows -20 
year  bond  for  $537,000.00,  capital  reserve  -  $  127,000.00  and  contin- 
gency fund -$31,500.00.  AMENDMENT- by  James  Seager  to  add 
$5,000.00  to  the  overall  cost  of  the  project  for  air  conditioning.  Add 
this  to  the  $664,000.00  needed  for  the  construction.  Seconded  by  Gui- 
do  Mardonnes.  Amendment  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote.  Ballot  vote 
on  Article  1  -Two-thirds  vote  needed  for  this  Article  to  pass.  The  polls 
opened  at  8:25  PM  and  closed  at  9:25  PM.  There  were  505  votes  cast. 
YES -433        NO -72.  Carried. 

ARTICLE  2  -  Motion  by  Frederick  Gemnlill  to  hear  reports  of 
Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officers  and  Committees.  Seconded  by 
George  Wright.  Carried. 

ARTICLE  3 -Motion  by  James  Belanger  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Seconded  by  Frederick  Gemmill.  Carried. 

ARTICLE  4 -Motion  by  James  Belanger  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  taxes  in 
multiples  of  $10.00.  Seconded  by  Kathleen  Pasko.  Carried. 
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ARTICLE  5  -  Motion  by  Leonard  Jean  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Conservation  commission  to  retain  the  unexpended 
portion  of  its  previous  appropriations  and  its  1987  appropriation,  said 
funds  to  be  placed  in  a  special  conservation  fund  in  accordance  with 
the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b.  Seconded  by  James  Belanger. 
Carried. 

ARTICLE  6 -Motion  by  James  Belanger  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  ex- 
pend money  from  the  state,  federal  or  another  governmental  unit  or 
a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accor- 
dance with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b.  Seconded  by 
Richard  Brown.  Carried. 

ARTICLE  7  -  Motion  by  Frederick  Gemmill  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropria- 
tions for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  the  amount  indicated 
herewith  to  take  any  other  action  hereon.  Highway  Department: 
$37,894.22  plus  any  interest  earned  to  date  of  withdrawal.  Seconded 
by  James  Belanger.  Carried. 

ARTICLE  8 -Motion  by  Wilham  Richey  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
designate  Farley  Road  and  Nevins  Road  as  Scenic  Roads  in  order  to 
maintain  the  rural  natural  beauty  of  these  roads  and  to  preserve  the 
environmental  habitat  that  borders  these  roads.

SCHOOL  BOARD 
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MOLLIS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  ANNUAL  MEETING 
March  9,  1987 

The  school  district  moderator,  Dr.  James  Squires,  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  at  7:35  P.M.  in  Walters'  Auditorium,  at  HoUis  AREA  High 
School.  The  official  warrant,  signed  by  the  School  Board  members, 
was  entered  in  the  records  by  the  School  District  Clerk.  The  modera- 
tor introduced  School  Board  members,  Supervisory  Union  officers, 
school  district  officers,  and  school  principals.  He  explained  that  three 
ballot  votes  will  be  required  by  petition,  and  that  because  of  a  large 
warrant  and  the  ballot  votes,  that  the  meeting  will  be  adjourned  to 
another  evening  if  it  runs  too  long.  Each  speaker  will  be  limited  to  4 
minutes,  with  only  one  speech  per  person,  per  subject,  and  that  de- 
bate and  questions  will  not  be  cut  off. 

Jim  Belanger  explained  that  after  the  February  10  Public  Hear- 
ing, the  Budget  Committee  recommended  cuts  in  the  school  budget, 
responding  to  input  from  taxpayers.  The  School  Board  has  correspond- 
ingly made  reductions  in  the  school  program  and  the  budget  which 
will  be  presented  to  the  District. 

ARTICLE  1-Jim  Belanger  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $266,000  for  the  replacement  of  the  roof  at  the  Hol- 
lis  Junior  High  School  and  the  removal  and  replacement  of  three  oil 
storage  tanks  located  on  land  presently  owned  by  the  Hollis  School 
District;  and  to  determine  whether  such  appropriations  shall  be  raised 
by  the  issuance  and  sale  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of 
the  Hollis  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  33  as  Amended;  and 
to  authorize  the  Hollis  School  Board  to  obtain  State,  Federal,  and  any 
other  aid  which  may  be  available;  and  to  authorize  the  Hollis  School 
Board  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal  and 
interest,  fixing  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  the  provisions  for  the  sale 
of  notes  and/or  bonds  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith; 
and  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

School  Board  Chairman  William  Ferree  explained  the  history  of 
the  roof  problem  at  the  Junior  High,  water  leaking  in  through  the  tec- 
tum roof  decking,  and  shingles  falling  off.  This  warrant  article  would 
provide  $181,000  for  roof  repairs  on  both  the  North  and  South  sides 
of  the  roof,  as  well  as  $85,000  to  replace  three  underground  oil  tanks  — 
one  at  the  elementary  school,  one  near  the  high  school,  and  one  near 
the  High  School  White  Building.  State  law  requires  these  tanks  to  be 
replaced  by  Nov.  9,  1987  to  avoid  a  $  1,000  per  day  fine,  since  the  tanks 
are  older  than  25  years  old.  After  discussion,  the  moderator  opened 
the  polls  for  ballot  voting  at  8:25  PM,  and  they  remained  open  until 
9:25  PM,  as  required  for  a  bond  issue  vote. 

The  motion  on  Article  1  passed,  with  484  yes  votes,  and  76  no 
votes.  560  total  votes  cast,  agreed  with  supervisors  of  the  checklist. 
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ARTICLE  2 -Anita  Walker  moved  that  Article  2  and  3  be  passed 
over,  seconded  by  Michael  Harris.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  4  -Jim  Belanger  moved  that  action  on  Article  4  be  de- 
ferred and  acted  on  under  Article  15.  Seconded  by  Nanci  Mitchell. 
Passed,  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  5  -Anita  Walker  moved  that  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  or  officers  chosen  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Re- 
port. Seconded  by  Nanci  Mitchell.  Passed,  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  6  -To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.  Anita  Walker  moved  that  Article 
6  be  passed  over.  Seconded  by  Michael  Harris.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  7 -To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the  District  such 
advances,  grants,  and  aids,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes 
as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States 
government,  or  from  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  any  other 
State  or  private  agency,  and  to  expend  the  same  in  accordance  with 
RSA  198:20b.  The  article  was  moved  by  Michael  Harris  and  second- 
ed by  Bill  Ferree,  and  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  8  -  Michael  Harris  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  purpose  of  architectural  planning 
for  the  schools  to  be  accomplished  in  the  1987-88  school  year.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Jim  Belanger.  Mr.  Ferree  explained  that, 
while  pupil  crowding  is  being  felt  most  at  the  elementary  school,  this 
planning  money  would  allow  the  board  to  explore  several  options  of 
shifting  grades  or  adding  to  schools,  to  come  up  with  the  best  solu- 
tion to  the  growth  problem.  Both  Hollis  and  Brookline  School  Boards 
are  presently  in  favor  of  continuing  the  AREA  agreement.  The  mo- 
tion on  Article  8  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Nanci  Mitchell  moved  that  Articles  13,  14,  and  15  be  taken  out 
of  order,  and  considered  at  this  time.  Motion  seconded  by  Jim  Be- 
langer, and  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  13— William  Ferree  moved  the  District  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $253,842  to  fund  professional  staff  salaries  for 
the  1987-88  school  year.  This  sum  represents  the  negotiated  increase 
over  professional  staff  salaries  budgeted  in  1986-87.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Nanci  Mitchell. 

Budget  Committee  chairman  Richard  Drisko  stated  that  the  Bud- 
get Committee  was  recommending  an  increase  of  $159,862,  which 
represented  a  7%  increase  in  the  salary  line  item.  Guido  Mardones 
presented  figures  on  average  teacher  salaries,  student/teacher  ratios, 
and  average  cost  per  pupil,  comparing  Hollis  with  comparable  size 
schools,  and  with  the  NH  state  averages.  Jim  Belanger  replied  that 
many  of  the  comparisons  were  with  larger  schools  which  have  lower 
costs,  some  did  not  have  Junior  High  or  High  Schools,  and  some  were 
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not  accredited,  which  requires  a  more  comprehensive  curriculum.  Af- 
ter much  discussion  on  the  teacher  salary  issue,  Stan  Porter  made  a 
motion,  seconded  by  Kathleen  Pasko,  to  amend  the  salary  motion  to 
read  $  171,280  to  reflect  Mr.  Mardones'  presentation.  This  amendment 
was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

A  ballot  vote  on  Article  13  was  begun  at  10:35  PM  and  closed  at 
1 1:35  PM.  The  motion  on  Article  13  was  approved  with  312  Yes  votes, 
244  No  votes;  556  total  votes  cast,  which  agreed  with  checklist  figures. 

At  11:35  the  moderator  asked  for  opinions  on  adjournment  be- 
cause of  the  late  hour.  Anita  Walker  moved  that  the  meeting  be 
recessed  to  Monday,  March  16  at  7:30  PM,  at  the  same  location.  It  was 
seconded  by  Betty  Ferree,  and  passed  by  voice  vote.

The  Moderator,  Dr.  James  Squires,  opened  the  meeting  at  7:35  PM 
in  Walters'  Auditorium,  HolUs  AREA  High  School.  He  introduced 
Judith  Constantian,  as  assistant  moderator  and  parliamentarian. 

Kathleen  Pasko  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  13,  second- 
ed by  George  Wright.  A  petition  by  voters  requested  a  ballot  vote.  Polls 
opened  at  7:45  PM  and  closed  at  8:20  PM.  The  motion  to  reconsider 
was  defeated,  with  198  Yes  votes,  234  No  votes,  432  total  votes  cast. 
Therefore  the  vote  of  the  previous  week  stands. 

William  Ferree  reviewed  that  Articles  9,  10,  11,  and  12  had  been 
deferred  last  Monday  until  after  Articles  13,  14,  and  15. 

ARTICLE  14  -WiUiam  Ferree  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $68,092  for  increases  in  the  support  staff 
salaries  for  the  1987-88  school  year.  This  sum  represents  the  last  best 
offer  made  by  the  Hollis  School  Board  during  collective  bargaining. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Anita  Walker,  and  after  discussion  was 
voted  by  ballot,  as  requested  by  petition.  The  motion  on  Article  14 
was  passed,  with  296  Yes  votes  and  1 16  No  votes,  412  total  votes  cast.

Seconded  by  Anita  Walker.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  9-Nanci  Mitchell  moved  that  the  District  ratify,  and 
direct  the  school  board  to  execute,  a  water  use  agreement  negotiated 
with  the  Town  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire.  Motion  seconded  by  Jim 
Belanger.  Nanci  Mitchell  explained  the  background  of  this  article  set- 
ting up  a  maintenance,  use,  and  fee  schedule  for  the  shared  well  in 
the  center  of  town.  Motion  carried  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  10 -Nanci  Mitchell  moved  that  the  District  ratify  and 
direct  the  school  board  to  execute,  a  water  use  agreement  negotiated 
with  the  Hollis  Historical  Society,  Wheeler  House,  20  Main  Street,  Hol- 
lis, New  Hampshire.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Jim  Belanger  and 
carried  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  1 1  -Nanci  Mitchell  moved  that  the  District  ratify,  and 
direct  the  school  board  to  execute  a  water  use  agreement  negotiated 
with  Nicholas  and  Phyllis  Coniaris,  27  Main  Street,  Hollis,  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  motion  was  seconded  by  Jim  Belanger  and  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  12 -Nanci  Mitchell  moved  that  the  District  ratify,  and 
direct  the  school  board  to  execute  a  water  use  agreement  negotiated 
with  George  and  Catherine  Cook,  82  Ridge  Road,  Hollis,  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  motion  was  seconded  by  Jim  Belanger  and  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  15— William  Ferree  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,759,896  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  and  benefits  for  school  district  officials,  em- 
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ployees,  and  agents,  for  capital  improvements,  and  for  the  payment 
of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Anita  Walker. 

Mr.  Ferree  explained  the  operating  budget,  outlining  cuts  which 
totaled  $300,459,  made  after  the  public  budget  hearing.  These  includ- 
ed staff  reduction  of  3V2  teachers,  cuts  of  programs  of  interscholastic 
sports  at  the  Junior  High  and  the  High  School  German  program,  and 
also  cuts  in  the  areas  of  maintenance,  repairs,  and  equipment  pur- 
chases. 

David  Golden  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  15  to  add  $  1 19,708 
to  the  budget,  seconded  by  Gene  Sidore.  The  motion's  intent  was  to 
restore  some  of  the  staff  and  programs  previously  cut. 

After  a  motion  to  move  the  question  was  defeated  by  standing 
count,  202  to  94,  the  discussion  of  the  amendment  continued.  At  10:50 
PM  Jim  Seager  asked  the  moderator  for  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  next 
Monday,  seconded  by  Albert  Hills.  Standing  count  of  voters  defeated 
the  motion  to  adjourn  228  to  60. 

The  polls  opened  for  ballot  vote  on  the  amendment  to  Article  15 
at  10:55  PM  and  closed  at  11:13  PM.  The  amendment  adding  $119,708 
to  the  operating  budget  was  passed  with  172  Yes  votes,  139  No  votes, 
311  votes  total. 

ARTICLE  15-for  $5,879,604forthesupport  of  schools,  as  amend- 
ed, was  voted  on  by  ballot  vote,  as  required  by  voter  petition.  Polls 
opened  at  11:18  PM  and  closed  at  11:43  PM.  Article  15  passed  as 
amended  with  203  Yes  votes,  65  No  votes,  268  total  votes  cast. 

ARTICLE  16 -to  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting,  was  tabled  by  William  Ferree,  seconded  by 
Fred  Gemmill.  It  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Nancy  Riley  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  at  1 1:47  PM,  seconded  by 
Fred  Gemmill.  The  motion  passed  by  voice  vote,  and  the  moderator 
adjourned  the  meeting.

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HOLLIS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

HoUis  Elementary  School  continues  to  strive  for  excellence  in  edu- 
cation. The  staff  and  administration  have  continued  to  closely  exam- 
ine all  aspects  of  our  school,  utilizing  tenets  of  the  "Effective  Schools" 
research  as  a  guideline. 

This  fall,  the  staff  participated  in  the  completion  of  the  applica- 
tion for  National  Recognition  as  an  elementary  school.  The  process 
consisted  of  a  forty-four  page  application  which  required  the  staff  to 
make  definitive  statements  about  philosophy,  goals,  curriculum,  ad- 
ministration, special  services,  school  climate,  student  outcomes,  test 
results,  instruction,  homework,  school-community  relations  and 
evaluation.  The  entire  project  was  headed  by  Cheryl  Paradis,  Priscil- 
la  Levasseur,  Claudine  Augello,  and  Peggy  McAllister. 

The  Math  Curriculum  underwent  a  total  revision  last  year  by 
elementary  coordinators  representing  each  grade  level.  It  involved  a 
full  school  year  of  meetings  which  culminated  in  a  curriculum  being 
developed  to  address  the  needs  of  the  slow,  average,  and  advanced 
student  across  the  grade  levels.  It  was  designed  so  that  skills  could 
be  taught  based  on  individual  learner  needs  rather  than  large  group 
tracking  of  students.  Dennis  Kane,  Sandy  Kershaw,  Debora  Roberts, 
Greg  Ashley  and  Claudine  Augello  are  to  be  commended  for  their  fine 
work  as  Math  Curriculum  Coordinators.  As  a  result  of  their  recom- 
mendations, all  students  are  tested  in  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
and,  again,  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  order  to  measure  progress.  Addi- 
tionally, each  quarter,  all  classroom  teachers  complete  a  report  on 
what  has  been  covered  to  insure  consistency  and  accountability. 

Curriculum  work,  for  this  school  year,  is  focusing  on  the  area  of 
science.  Coordinators  were  chosen  from  each  grade  level  and  they  will 
revise  our  Science  Curriculum  utilizing  the  format  established  with 
the  Math  Curriculum. 

Hollis  Elementary  students  continue  to  perform  very  well  in  the 
California  Achievement  Standardized  Testing.  While  State  rankings 
have  not  been  released,  evidence  suggests  that  Hollis  Elementary 
School  will  again  rank  high. 

Our  parent  group,  "Hollis  Elementary  People"  have  again  outdone 
themselves  with  the  playground  project  at  the  school.  They  were  ex- 
tremely successful  in  their  efforts  to  raise  money,  as  well  as  support, 
to  construct  a  well-planned  play  area  for  our  students.  One  needs  only 
to  observe  the  students  at  play  to  fully  realize  the  positive  impact  this 
has  made.  The  addition  of  benches  and  picnic  tables  encourages  fam- 
ilies to  take  advantage  of  the  new  playground  during  non-school  time. 
Sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  belongs  to  H.E.P.  and  particularly  Su- 
san Culver  and  David  Darling  for  their  super  human  effort  in  this  en- 
deavor. H.E.P.  has  also  sponsored  a  variety  of  Child  Enrichment  and 
Parent  Awareness  Programs  this  year  which  have  been  well  received 
by  all.  Certainly,  the  Halloween  Festival,  chaired  by  Leslie  Patterson, 
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Karen  Bruson  and  David  Darling,  delighted  the  children  and  was  a 
tremendous  success  on  the  last  Saturday  in  October.  Special  thanks 
to  all  members  and  co-chairpersons  Judy  Kinney  and  Joanna  Bogin. 

The  Volunteer  Program  has  again  won  a  "Blue  Ribbon  Award" 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Chaired  by  Jane  Edmunds  and  Su- 
san Culver,  many  volunteers  assist  in  all  aspects  of  the  school,  foster- 
ing a  true  school-community  partnership.  Long  hours  of  hard  work 
and  sincere  dedication  benefit  the  children  of  Hollis.  Mrs.  Judy  Fer- 
guson, former  co-chairperson  of  the  Volunteer  Program,  has  been 
nominated  for  the  National  Volunteer  of  the  Year  Award. 

In  an  effort  to  better  meet  student  needs,  as  well  as  being  respon- 
sive to  community  concern  for  spiraling  costs  in  Special  Education, 
two  Out-of -District  Programs  were  brought  back  into  Hollis  Elemen- 
tary School.  Mrs.  Debbie  Clemente  teaches  the  "Primary  Special 
Needs"  Program  while  Mrs.  Sharon  Thompson  teaches  the  "Learning 
Abilities"  Resource  Room.  Students  in  both  programs  have  been  suc- 
cessfully integrated  into  our  school  and  mainstreamed  into  our  class- 
rooms. Efforts  are  currently  underway  to  continue  to  return  students 
to  programs  in  our  school  where  appropriate. 

Retirements,  increased  enrollments  resulting  in  increase  in  class- 
rooms, a  resignation,  and  a  leave  of  absence  necessitated  the  hiring 
of  new  staff.  These  include:  Mary  Ann  Smith,  Grade  2,  Sandra  Win- 
chell.  Grade  3,  Ned  Pratt,  Grade  6,  Leslie  Russell,  Art  and  Mark  II- 
lingworth,  Learning  Center  teacher. 

New  Instructional  Aides  include  Joan  Chamberlain,  Marcia  Sey- 
mour, Cathy  Schult,  and  Irene  Deschenes. 

Our  Secretarial  Staff,  consisting  of  Jane  Reid  and  Terri  Zimmer- 
mann,  continue  to  serve  you  in  a  competent  and  professional  man- 
ner. Their  sincere  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  children,  coupled 
with  their  dedication,  make  them  an  asset  to  our  school  system. 

The  Teaching  Staff  and  Support  Staff  at  Hollis  Elementary  School 
continue  to  perform  at  a  high  level,  committed  to  excellence,  and  dedi- 
cated to  the  best  interests  of  your  children.

Our  Curriculum  Development  Program  is  continuing  well.  Along 
these  lines,  we  are  having  mid-year  exams  this  year  for  the  first  time 
in  recent  history.  Many  of  the  exams  are  departmentalized  to  allow 
us  to  measure  the  individual  course  competencies  that  are  being 
written. 

We  greeted  our  new  Assistant  Principal,  Don  Engelbert,  and 
wished  Kim  Walen  good  luck  as  he  went  off  to  become  the  Computer 
Specialist  in  Merrimack.  A  selection  committee  consisting  of  4 
teachers,  1  support  staff  person,  1  administrator  (principal),  and  1  stu- 
dent interviewed  the  candidates  and  unanimously  selected  Mr.  En- 
gelbert. 

The  New  Hampshire  School  Volunteer  Program  gave  us  our  sec- 
ond State  Blue  Ribbon  Achievement  Award.  A  thank  you  goes  out  to 
all  the  parent  volunteers  for  their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service, 
and  especially  to  Linda  Sidore  and  Sandy  Fessenden  for  coordinating 
the  volunteer  program  at  the  High  School. 

The  "computerization"  of  the  High  School  is  progressing  well. 
Many  of  our  teachers  are  now  using  "Appleworks"  word  processing 
software.  We  have  also  implemented  a  computerized  attendance  pro- 
gram and  procedures  which  have  improved  the  accuracy  of  our  at- 
tendance figures  and  provide  a  variety  of  data  to  help  us  monitor  the 
system.  Barbara  Lovejoy,  the  new  attendance  aide,  is  able  to  contact 
the  parent (s)  of  every  student  who  is  absent  every  day.  We  are  aver- 
aging 93-94%  attendance  daily.  This  gives  us  a  good  sense  of  account- 
ability. Thank  you  to  the  parents  who  have  been  responding  to  our 
request  to  call  the  school  when  their  son/daughter  is  out.  The  school 
and  the  parents  are  working  well  together  to  maintain  good  school 
attendance. 

The  Student  Council  has  been  very  active  this  year.  President 
Glenn  Formica  has  even  attended  school  board  meetings.  The  students 
did  an  excellent  job  of  presenting  their  "Senior  Pass"  amendment  to 
the  Senior  Privileges  Policy  to  the  School  Board. 

Our  legendary  track  coach,  Lou  Korcoulis,  was  selected  by  U.S.A. 
Today  as  an  "Outstanding  Achiever"  for  1987.  He  has  been  named  the 
1987  Coach  of  the  Year  for  New  Hampshire.  "Coach"  has  won  seven 
Class  MS  Boys'  Spring  Track  State  Championships,  and  three  Girls' 
Spring  Track  State  Championships  over  the  past  8  years. 

The  future  offers  some  exciting  possibilities  for  us.  The  Hollis 
School  District  Facilities  Planning  Committee  has  made  the  town 
aware  of  a  serious  over-crowding  problem  in  our  schools  which  will 
occur  in  the  near  future.  We  know  this  because  these  students  are  al- 
ready in  our  schools  or  are  pre-schoolers  living  in  town. 
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The  possibilities  include  a  brand  new  high  school  by  1991-92  or 
a  Co-operative  School  with  Brookline,  Hollis,  Amherst  and  possibly 
Mont  Vernon.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

As  your  superintendent  of  schools  I  am  involved  in  almost  every- 
thing that  takes  place  within  the  Brookline  and  Hollis  School  Districts. 
I  am  at  various  times  a  comptroller,  a  personnel  director,  a  special  edu- 
cation director,  a  curriculum  director,  a  transportation  director,  a  fed- 
eral/state grant  coordinator,  a  building  principal,  a  secretary  or  clerk, 
a  computer  operator,  and  an  ombudsman.  1987  was  a  particularly 
busy  year  in  both  school  districts,  and  this  summary  of  events/activi- 
ties in  which  I  have  been  involved  during  the  past  year  will  give  the 
reader  some  insight  as  to  what  a  superintendent  of  schools  does  as 
well  as  what  has  taken  place  in  the  local  school  districts  in  the  past 
year. 

Budgeting- Every  year  I  initiate  the  processes  that  lead  to  the 
budgets  that  are  voted  upon  in  March  at  the  Annual  School  District 
Meetings.  By  January  of  each  year,  and  1987  was  no  exception,  we 
have  developed  preliminary  budgets  that  are  reviewed  by  the  Bud- 
get Committee  in  Hollis  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  Brookline. 
Meetings  with  those  groups  often  lead  to  some  budget  revision  by  the 
School  Boards.  Public  hearings  are  held  prior  to  the  March  meetings. 
In  March,  1987,  the  Hollis  Hearing  and  Annual  Meeting  were  the  most 
difficult  in  my  nine  years  in  SAU  #41.  The  Budget  Committee  had 
projected  a  40%  increase  in  taxes,  and  the  voters  came  out  in  force. 
A  number  of  preparatory  meetings  were  necessary  before  and  after 
the  Annual  School  District  Meeting,  but  the  1987-88  budget  in  the 
amount  of  $6,487,538  was  finally  passed  with  very  little  change  from 
its  original  status.  In  Brookline,  the  $1,721,106  budget  passed  with- 
out dissent,  and  a  $  1,575,000  Bond  Issue  for  a  school  addition  passed 
by  a  more  than  a  Vz  majority. 

A  third  budget  on  which  the  staff  and  I  work  is  the  $228,600 
School  Administrative  Unit  (SAU)  #41  budget  which  was  approved  by 
the  eight  member  SAU  Board  in  December.  The  SAU  budget,  once 
passed,  becomes  a  part  of  each  of  the  local  school  district  budgets  and 
is  listed  as  the  SAU  Assessment. 

School  Construction -The  Brookline  Bond  Issue,  having  been 
approved,  generated  a  great  deal  of  work  for  everyone  concerned:  the 
architect,  the  general  contractor,  the  School  Board,  the  building  com- 
mittee, the  building  principal,  the  Business  Administrator,  and  yours 
truly.  Meetings  were  held  every  other  week  from  March  through 
November.  In  Hollis  the  new  roof  on  the  Junior  High  School  and  oil 
tank  replacements  at  the  high  and  elementary  schools  were  also  ac- 
complished. 

Teacher  Evaluation -In  June,  1987,  the  Hollis  School  Board  ap- 
proved the  Hollis  Teacher  Evaluation  Plan  and  three  years  of  work 
by  a  nine  member  committee  came  to  an  end.  I  served  on  that  com- 
mittee as  a  representative  of  the  Administrative  Council.  That  evalu- 
ation plan  is  in  operation  in  all  Hollis  Schools  as  of  this  year. 
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Water  Use  Agreements  -The  Hollis  School  District  owns  and 
operates  a  water  system  that  not  only  supplies  water  to  the  schools, 
but  also  to  the  Town  Hall,  the  Police  Station  (across  from  the  High 
School),  the  Historical  Society  (Ruth  Wheeler  House),  the  Block,  and 
the  Coniaris  family.  Four  Water  Use  Agreements  were  approved  by 
the  voters  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting,  and  that  action 
brought  to  an  end  a  four  year  project  which  involved  many  meetings 
with  the  users,  attorneys,  the  School  Board,  and  the  administration. 

School  Bus  Contract -After  more  than  a  year  of  meetings, 
reviews  of  draft  copies  of  documents,  and  rewriting,  the  Hollis  School 
Board  signed  a  long  term  contract  with  Hollis  Transportation  Com- 
pany, Inc.  for  the  daily  transportation  of  students  to  and  from  schools. 
The  Brookline  School  Board  also  signed  a  long-term  contract  with  the 
same  company.  Those  contracts  end  on  June  30,  1991. 

Special  Education -In  April,  1987,  both  school  districts  were 
visited  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  Special  Education  Bu- 
reau. A  number  of  recommendations  were  made  by  the  visiting  team, 
not  the  least  of  which  was  that  we  secure  a  Special  Education  Direc- 
tor to  oversee  our  total  program.  Because  Special  Education  issues 
have  taken  up  so  much  of  my  time,  as  well  as  building  principals'  time, 
and  the  time  of  our  Business  Administrator,  and  because  the  effort 
that  we  collectively  put  into  administering  Special  Education  is  often 
misguided,  we  recommended  the  addition  of  a  Special  Education 
Director  to  the  SAU  #41  staff  and  the  position  was  approved,  effec- 
tive July  1,  1988.  Over  18%  of  the  $6.5  million  dollar  Holhs  budget 
is  for  Special  Education,  and  in  Brookline,  over  16%  of  the  budget  is 
earmarked  for  that  category.  It  is  everyone's  hope  that  a  Special  Edu- 
cation Director  will  be  able  to  keep  costs  down  while  providing  qual- 
ity programs  for  the  students  in  need. 

Amherst/Brookline/HoUis  Cooperative  Study  Committee  — 

Since  early  October  I  have  been  attending  several  meetings  per  month 
to  examine  what  an  Amherst/Brookline/Hollis  high  school  coopera- 
tive school  district  might  look  like  if  it  were  to  become  a  reality.  The 
Hollis  School  Board  decided  to  participate  in  this  study  when  it  be- 
came evident  that  a  new  high  school  would  be  needed  in  Hollis  in  the 
fall  of  1991.  More  information  regarding  this  study  will  be  made  avail- 
able at  the  Annual  School  District  Meetings  in  March,  1988. 

Facilities  Committee  -As  the  Brookline  addition  was  proceed- 
ing at  record  speed,  the  Facilities  Committee  in  Hollis  was  closing  in 
on  a  final  report  to  the  Hollis  School  Board.  Although  my  schedule 
did  not  permit  me  to  attend  all  of  this  committee's  meetings,  I  did  per- 
form a  great  deal  of  research  for  the  group,  and  for  the  architectural 
firm  that  was  employed  to  assist  the  committee.  In  early  November 
the  Facilities  Committee  made  its  report  to  the  Hollis  School  Board 
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and  recommended  heating/ventilation  repairs  at  the  junior  high 
school,  and  a  new  high  school  to  be  ready  for  use  in  1991. 

Staff  Development -As  a  member  of  the  SAU  #41  Staff  Develop- 
ment Committee,  I  have  assisted  in  the  establishment  of  graduate  level 
courses  and  workshops  for  our  teachers.  In  the  1987-88  school  year 
we  have  arranged  a  course  in  the  Teaching  of  Writing  and  one  on 
Learning  Styles.  Workshops  on  Assertive  Discipline,  using  "Trade 
Books,"  Computers,  and  CPR  have  also  been  arranged. 

Acting  Principal  at  Hollis  Area  High  School -During  part  of 
August  and  September,  1987,  I  served  at  the  high  school  as  the  Act- 
ing Principal.  Principal  Daniel  Moegelin,  had  been  involved  in  an  au- 
tomobile accident,  and  was  recuperating.  He  returned  to  work  in  late 
October.  From  mid  September  until  his  return,  Mr.  Ralph  Smith,  a  re- 
tired principal  from  the  Merrimack  School  District  worked  for  us  on 
a  consultant  basis. 

Curriculum -Two  or  three  times  a  year  our  Curriculum  Coun- 
cil meets  to  review  progress  to  date  on  curriculum  revision.  Our  cur- 
ricula are  continuously  being  changed  to  reflect  the  latest  technolo- 
gy and/or  the  needs  of  our  students.  The  Curriculum  Council 
members  consist  of  parents,  teachers,  administrators  and  students. 
As  Superintendent,  I  chair  the  meetings.  I  also  work  with  the  Prin- 
cipals and  the  Curriculum  Coordinators  to  make  decisions  on  which 
subject  areas  we  plan  to  focus  each  year. 

Personnel  Management -As  superintendent  I  hire  all  support 
staff  personnel  in  the  districts.  I  nominate  all  certified  staff  (teachers 
and  administrators)  to  the  school  boards  which  "elect"  those  persons 
to  their  annual  contracts.  I  interview  all  new  employees  and  attempt 
to  have  exit  interviews  with  those  who  leave.  Advertising  for  person- 
nel is  facilitated  through  my  office.  I  am  responsible  for  annual  writ- 
ten evaluations  of  Building  Principals,  the  Business  Administrator,  the 
Special  Education  Director,  and  my  secretary.  The  Brookline  and  Hol- 
lis School  Boards  evaluate  my  performance  on  an  annual  basis. 

Three  separate  collective  bargaining  units  exist  in  SAU  #41: 

(HEA)  Hollis  Education  Association  (teachers,  nurses,  guidance 
counselors,  and  librarians) 

(HESSA)  Hollis  Education  Support  Staff  Association  (secretaries, 
teacher  aides,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  building  maintenance  su- 
pervisors, and  audio-visual  aid  technician) 

(BTA)  Brookline  Teachers  Association  (teachers) 

On  an  "as  needed  basis"  I  furnish  the  school  boards  with  research 
that  helps  support  management  viewpoints  during  the  negotiations 
process. 

In  1987,  two  year  contracts  were  settled  with  the  HEA  and  HES- 
SA, and  an  election  was  held  that  instituted  the  BTA. 
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Goals  -  Each  year  I  require  the  administrators  that  I  supervise 
to  prepare  Goals  and  Objectives  to  assist  them  in  their  job  perfor- 
mance. I  present  my  Goals  to  the  SAU  #41  School  Board  annually.  For 
1987-88  those  goals  are  as  follows: 

1 .  Supervise  the  facilitation  of  needed  improvements  in  the  deliv- 
ery of  SAU  #41  special  education  services. 

2.  Implement  a  revised  budget  presentation  format  for  the  Mol- 
lis School  District  (for  the  March,  1988,  Annual  School  District 
Meeting). 

3.  Supervise  the  ongoing  process  of  curriculum  development 
and/or  revision. 

4.  Promote  the  Effective  Schools  concept  throughout  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.
